The First Fray. 


Mount Carmel,-Pa.,,May 1. — The, 


•first serious collision in the anthracite 
•coal regions since the mining was sus- 
pended occurred here between a mob 
•of idle mine workers and a platoon of 
the new state constabulary force, and 
resulted in the injuring of probably 20 
•menv three of whom will likely die. 
'The disturbance was caused by an at- 
"tack on a detail of the state police by 


several hundred foreigners, who be- 
•came incensed at the presence of the 
constables. • They threw stones at the 
policemen and otherwise endangered 
their lives to such an extent thai they 
were forced to fire on the crowd, 
which had Dwelled into thousands. The 
riot caused' the greatest excitement la 
the many mining villages of the south- 
ern coal fields when it became known 
that mine workers had been shot 
down. While it is believed that a 
score of persons were injured in the 
fray, only 10 are accounted for. The 
three who it is'thought will die are: 
R. Miserevlch, shot in the stomach; 
Stanisfaus Watakoski, shot in groin; 
Louis Wilson, shot through the body. 


Miners Leaving Coal Fields. 


Reading, Pa., May 1—The -Reading 


•company is releasing some coal from 
its storage plants and, including the 
washer coal, is sending between 400 
and 500 carloads through this citf

ing Reading officials are making every 
effort to give idle trainbands work. 
Most of those employed in the coal 
trade on the Reading division were 
given employment on the Lebanon 
Valley branch.

During the past 10 days it is estimat- 
ed that fully '2,000 miners passed 
•through Reading on their way to the 
ilarge cities. Most of them travel by 
-night and on through freight trains.

1 feel myself incompetent to the task 


of writing on the subject of grange life 
nsurance, but gladly give you my per- 
sonal views upon this question. When' 
I was connected with the state and 
national grange the question of life 
nsurance was often discussed, iu our 
executive meeting*; but finally left 
without any positive recommendations 
to the subordinate granges. The grange 
.heoretlcally should be as competent to 
manage life as fire Insurance, which 
hey are doing very successfully and 
profitably in nearly all of the. states. 
>ne of the serious hindrances to grange 
ife insurance is'the-age of our mem- 
bership. You are aware that a ma- 
lorlty of our members are past thirty- 
Sve years of age. consequautly rates 
must be correspondingly high If such 
companies are to be and remain finan- 
cially soxmd,aud Jf ^tbey jre not 'so 
beyo'ud* queStion It would result In 
disaster to our Order. We have today 
several fraternal * organizations that 
are purely life insurance. They are so 
firmly established, that it would be 
hazardous for our Order to undertake 
competition with them. Therefore I 
believe it should not be done by the 
grange. 


Xo organization in existence has so 


many important problems and ques- 
tions before it for solution as the 
grange, and until we can solve the 
problem of how to keep our boys and 
girls upon the farm and how to make 
our farms more profitable it will be 
wise for us to leave life insurance 
alone. 


The terrible fact that our farms have 


depreciated in value since 1880 $180.- 
100,000; that there are 20,000 farms of- 
fered for sale In our own state alone 
;it barely the cost of the buildings upon 
them; that illiteracy is Increasing upon 
the farms more than in the city not- 
withstanding the large influx of the 
ignorant foreign Immigrants; that near- 
ly all of our brightest boys leave the 
farm as soon as possible—until we solve 
some of these questions I think that 
life-insurance in the grange had better 
be left for future consideration.

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A HINT"TOR GRANGERS. 


Co-operation Among Fnrmera Tfcftt 


!• Highly SvcceMHfal. 


Consul Walter C. Hanna of Hull, 


England, furnishes a report to the state 
department on co-operation among 
farmers in Denmark. He says there 
are over 230 farmers at Esbjerg who 
are members of a co-operative dairy lo- 
cated at that place. These farigers are 
the owners of 1,500 cows. A small 
quantity of the milk is retailed In the 
town where the business is located, but 
the great bulk Is made Into butter and 
exported to England. There is also in 
operation a co-operative butter and 
egg association, with headquarters at 
the same town. This society has fifty 
Separate creaineilcs ^cattered over dif- 
ferent parts of the" north'and" west of 
Denmark, where the butter is made, 
then sent on to headquarters to be 
blended and made of uniform quality 
!>efore : exportation. The membership 
embraces 30,000 farmers, and the as- 
sociation ships 4,000,000 pounds of but- 
ter annually. Eggs for the egg depart- 
ment are shipped In weekly, each egg 
being stamped with the name of the 
producer, the district and the date, so 
that any bad eggs can be traced direct- 
ly to the producer. When prices are 
low, immense quantities of eggs are 
preserved In huge vats of lime and wa- 
ter, with an air tight covering of wa- 
ter glass. When prices advance, these 
are gradually released. The average 
receipts of .this society are about $2,- 
750.000. It has been established only 
ten years and Is still growing.
